gate insurance which at this due 
may be written in any acceptable 
risk i s : 
On a basis of # 500 de­ 
posit, ^98,175; $1,000, $165,325; 
$1,500, 
$208,250, 
and 
$2,000, 
$248,200. 
“ Companies 
like 
the H. 
B. 
Claflin Co., J ames H. Durham & 
Co., Lee, Tweedy & Co., Lord & 
Taylor, 
Simpbon Crawford Co., 
Tefft Weller Co., Tiffany & Co., 
Frederick Victor & Achelis and 


many other firms carry the maxi­ 
mum amount. 
“ The earnings of thecom piny, 
after the 15 per cent expense is 
paid to the manager, go to the 
stockholders in the form of divi­ 
dends. 
Last year these earnings 
amounted to 754 per cent. 
“ The last statement of the com­ 
pany shows losses, 6\ per cent; 
total expenpes, 18 per cent; net 
earnings, 75^ per cent. 
This com­ 
pany has been in existence more 
than twenty years It demonstrated 
that some of the leading firms of 
the country have discovered that ii 
is possible to secure insurance much 
cheaper than through the insurance 
combine.
